CinctnnaTiI, O., May 19.—[Special.]—The 
end of the first day’s session finds the work of 
the national union conference but little ad- 
vanced, so far as the convention is concerned. 
Nothing has been done but to effect a tempo- 
tary organization, and appoint committees on 
credentials, on rules, and order of business, 
and on resolutions and platform. 

A, LINE DRAWN. 

There has been one preliminary skirmish 
which served to draw the line between those 
who wish delay and those who wish to act, as 
will appear from the press dispatches. The 
line was drawn when Ignatius Donnelly at- 


tempted, by a shrewd measure, to commit the 


convention to the election of a national execu- 
tive committee, which is of necessity a perma- 
nent piece of|party machinery. The design 
was masked behind a resolution to appoint all 
the remaining committees at once, by nomi- 
nation from the Istate delegations. This 
an instant by 
General Weaver, of Iowa, who is said 
to be courting the democratic nomination 
for governor of that state, and catering also to 
the alliance vote. When Donnelly, replying 
to General Weaver, said I have taken it for 
granted that we are here to organize a third 


party, there was tremendous cheering, so 
loud and so great that one would have sup- 
| posed it a one-sided affair, but when Weaver 
made his stinging reply, there was hearty ap- 
plause again. His words were: It is im- 


proper and unfair, without discussion, to ap- 
point a permanent committee and commit the 
convention on the sly to something which it 
may not desire, This convention is perfectly 
competent to appoint a committee at the 
proper time.” 

Under that hot fire, Donnelly precipitately 
retreated by withdrawing his motion, which 
the chairman was on the point of ruling 
This is all there was 
in today’s meeting, but 
here was much in the meetings of 
ihe s delegations this morning to indicate 
party tidej as the conservative 
leaders will find it almostimpossible to stem. 
There was some heavy work done last night 
in a caucus, which lasted until midnight. 

LIVINGSTON WAS THERE. 

About fifty leaders were present, and most 
of the delegations were represented. Colonel 
Livingston was there, fighting al- 
most single-handed against a strong 
sentiment for the immediate organiza- 
tion of a third party. There is some 
feeling among the western men on account of 
the opposition which the south offers to their 
pet project, and they poured hot shot into the 
president of the Georgia alliance at the caucus. 
Some of them went so far as to use hard 
words, intimating that southern alliance- 
man were either very ignorant or very 
mean, and the speaker demanded of 
Colonel Livingston the reason {why the alli- 
ancemen south would not join their western 
brothers in a third party movement. To this

Captain C. A. Power, of Indiana, then read 
the official call for this conference, and re- 
quested the various organizations therein 
named to rise as their names werejcalled, 
which was done, applause greeting the appear- 
ance of ex-federal and confederate soldiers, 
also the Farmers’ Alliance, which showed great 
strength. Nextcame the Citizens’ Alliance 
and Knights of Labor, and the Colored Far 
mers’ Alliance, which Mr. Power stated were 
1,000,000 strong, and ever ready to do battle. 
Hearty applause greeted each. There was a 
cheer when the words ‘‘National Union Con- 
ference’’ were read.

THE EMPTY TREASURY. 


FPNOUGH TO PAX OFF 


NOT MONET 
| THE BILLS. 


WORK OF THE BILLION-DOLLAR CONGRESS 


Bringing the Country to the Verge of Bank- 
ruptey in Order to Pension the Whole 
Federal Army—The Possibilities. 


Wasumnatox, May 19.—{Special.]}~The 
treasury officials are thoroughly alarmed at 
the condition of the government finances. It 


n question whether they can tide the admin- 


istration over until next winter when a demo- 
cratic congress will be called upon to increase 
the revenues to make good the deficits caused 
by the famous billion-dollar congress. They 
are comparing and trying to save at the spigot 
what has been profligately squandered at the 
bung. 

Yesterday Chief Shaw, of the finance 
division of the pension bureau, was summoned 
to the treasury department, where he had a 
long conference with Secretary Foster, and 
several other officials, as a result of which it 
was decided that the brakes would have to be 
set on the pension business. Pensions are 
being issued at the rate of 1,000 a day. About 
600,000. cases are pending. Many of 
them carry arrearages which cut a 
big figure at a time when‘ the 
treasury officials are hoarding the pennies to 
meet the government obligations. It is essen- 
tial, therefore, that the granting of pensions 
should be reduced toa minimum, and this 
will be done. Other expedients are being re- 
sorted to to relieve the cramped condition of 
the treasury. Appropriations made by con- 
gress are even being held up. ‘ 

A SMALL BILL UNPAID. 

Yesterday Director of the Mint Leech went 
fo the warrant division with a demand for 
$1,500, which had been appropriated by the 
ast congress. He was told that he would 
have to do without the money. Nothing could 
better illustrate the critical nature of the situa- 
tion. When the treasury is forced to postpone 
the payment of an insignificant sum like 
$1,500, the finances must be in a very critical 
condition. | 

At the close business yesterday an available 
balance of $58,853,822 was reported. 
Of ‘this amount, however, $20,317,312 
is in fractional silver coin, which is not 
a legal tender for amounts over $5, and which, 
therefort, isnot available. Secretary Foster 
ried to float this subsidiary coin. He issued 
circular after circular, offering, like Lieutenant 
Governor Jones of New York, to pay the 
lreight“ in order to exchange it for money 
which could be used in payment of the govern- 
ment’s liabilities, but in spite of all his manipu- 
tation the effort has been a dead failure. Dur- 
ing the entire month the treasury department 
has only succeeded in floating $579,572, or 
about one-fortieth of the entire sum. Besides 
this fractional silver the treasury department 
has $28,938,012 in the national banks. Count- 
ing the silver as available, which it is not, this 
left at the end ofthe business yesterday only 
$9,598,138 actually im the treasury. The 
pension bureau has already notified the treas- 
ury that something over $26,000,000 will be re- 
quired to meet the quarterly payments due 
June 4th. These can only be met dy drawing 
on the national banks, and after they are paid 
the treasury will contain from five to ten mill- 
ion. When that is gone the treasury will be 
absolutely at the end of the rope. 

THE RESULT OF THE SHORTAGE. 

And just at this juncture the billion-dollar 
congress will step into claim its pound of 
flesh. This is the most serious aspect of the 
situation. On July ist, the beginning ef the 
next fiscal year, many of the extraordinary ap- 
propriations of the last congress, like those 
made for rivers and harbors, become available. 
There will be little or no money in the treas- 
ury to meet them. All appropriations are 
made outof “any moneyinthe treasury not 
otherwise appropriated.“ If there is no money 
the treasury will simply refuse payment, and 
it none becomes available during the fiscal 
year the appropriations will die.

to Be Perfected—The Work Is Pro-

A special meeting of the council has been 


called for 3 o’clock this afternoon. ;

There are one or two 
matters about the grading, regulating the rate 
of speed, which the council must insert in the 
bill, but that is all. The meeting has no sig- 
nificance beyond that.” ; 


The Work Progressing. 

The street car men are very well pleased 
with the action taken by the council on Mon- 
day, though they say the matter is not exactly 
as they might have liked it. 

“I have been out all day,” said Mr. Joel 
Hurt, last night, going over the lines with 
our experts, and with gentlemen interested in 
the company, mapping out work that is to be 
done and investigating that which is being 
done. Today we placed orders: for a great 


deal of material, and we already had orders in 


for much that we need. Now we are busy pre- 
paring for the changes there are to be made. 
We have ordered over 300 tons of the T rail, 
and will push the work forward just as fast as 
is possible. As you know, we already have a 
force of men at work in West End. We will 
fix Whitehall street the first in the city.” 

What about your West End route? 

„The West End council will have to act on 
some matters pertaining toit before we can 
complete the work. It has not been deter- 
mined just how we will cross the railroad 
tracks. The tunnel there now is not nearly 
large enough for our purpose, so we have to 
wait until the council takes some action about 
grading, etc. Inthe meantime the men are 
pushing ahead, and, asI said, the work will go 
forward just as fast as possible.“ 

The Power Plant. 

It is probable that the capacity of the power 
plant of the Fulton county road will be in- 
creased, though that has not been decided.

Atlanta as a Furniture Center. 

According to the statements of certain 
torrespondents, given publicity in the New 
Tork American Cabinet Maker and other 
journals, some of the large furniture factor- 
les at Grand Rapids, Mich., are not doing 
very well. 

It is reported that these great furniture 
tompanies have not in the past five. years 
averaged five per cent on the money in- 
vested. Last year, and the year before, 
were good years for the furniture manufact- 
urers, but very few concerns. made five or 
even four per cent the three years previous. 

There is some talk to the effect that the 
yusiness is overdone, but The Cabinet Maker 
ind other well informed trade papers deny 
mis, and suggest a transfer of the business 
to the south, where all the conditions are 
more favorable. 

The Grand Rapids furniture companies 
have a large and growing trade in the 
south, and for a generation to come the 


bulk of their patronage will come from this | 


section. They send here for most of their 
raw material, manufacture it and then send 
it dack. The thing for them to do is to 
move to a fine distributing center like At- 
lanta, where labor is cheap and where the 
supply of hard wood used in their industry 
will be at their very doors. 

The Grand Rapids factories. would find 
little competition here. They would save 


expenses in the transportation of the raw’ 


material and the manufactured prodict. In 
Atlanta they would be in the very heart of 
the lumber supply and among their best 
customers. 

No city in the union offers such favorable 
conditions as we have in Atlanta for the 
furniture and wood-Wworking industries. No 
city in the country can offer such induce- 
ments in the shape of an inexhaustible sup- 
ply of raw material, cheap motive power, 
cheap labor and a rapidly developing 
region filled with good markets. 

The matter has attracted the attention of 
Charleston, and The News and Courier sug- 
gests that it would be a good idea to send a 
committee of business men to confer with 
the Grand Rapids manufacturers. Atlanta, 
too, should take a hand in the matter. We 
should persuade a committee of the Grand 
Rapids manufacturers to come here and sur- 
rey the field for themselves. Seeing is be- 
lieving, and if our Michigan friends will 
come down here and take a look at the situ- 
ation they will speedily decide to move to 
Georgia. 

Editor Walsh on Silver. 

We observe with pain that the Hon. Pat- 
rick Walsh, in his esteemed Augusta Chron- 
icle, is making a powerful effort to belittle 
the free coinage. In order to give impres- 
siveness to his extraordinary energy in oppo- 
sition to the free coinage of silver, Editor 
Walsh is compelled to employ the very argu- 


ments of the republicans and Wall street 


goldbugs, who have a special and personal 
interest in the continued demonetization of 
silver. 

This is to be regretted. These arguments 
fall without a shock on the mind when they 
come from Murat Halstead, or from John 
Sherman, or from any of the republican 
financiers with Wall street connections, but 
they strike painfully on the ear when they 
come from a well-known Georgian whom 
we have always regarded as a true believer. 

Editor Walsh finds nothing new in the 


facts and arguments presented by Senator 
Henry. 


Colquitt and our contributor, Mr. 
Jones. We have read these articles, he 
declares, and we find in them nothing 
new.“ This is a remarkable objection. As 
an offset to it, we feel authorized to say 
that neither Senator Colquitt nor Mr. Jones 
set out to find anything new in this impor- 
tant issue. The truths they present are 
almost as old as our civilization. Editor 
‘Walsh is prepared to admit nearly everything 
they say, but he objects to what he calls 
“free silver with such strenuousness that 
we are persuaded he has mistaken the mean- 
ing and intention of that term. 

For consolation, Editor Walsh gives a 
new and an original turn to the discussion. 
The Windom bill,“ he says, provided for 
the coinage of $50,000,000 in silver a year 
instead of $24,000,000 as before. If this 
ign’t enough, the limit may be increased.“ 
Surely Editor Walsh has fallen into strange 
confusion here. Where is that Windom 
billnow? It is nota law, and so long as 
this is the case its provisions can bave no 
bearing on the silver discussion. The Win-

No Third Party in the South. 
Our dispatches show that the convention 
which has met in Cincinnati for the purpose 
of discussing the third party movement is a 


conglomerate affair which is not likely to 


agree to any definite programme, The 
southern alliances and other conservative. 


elements are represented, but their repre- 
sentatives have undertaken to oppose. the 
policy of those who are. maneuvering to 
bring a third party into the field. : 

In the midst of the confusion attendant 
on the meeting of so many discordant ele- 
ments, it ls easy to perceive that an effort is 
making to divorce the southern alfiancemen 
from the democratic party. We discover in 
this the fine Italian hands of the-republican 
politicians who have taken passage with the 
northwestern farmers for the purpose. of 
controlling the alliance movement or de- 
stroying it. There can be no doubt that the 
republicans are opposed to the third party 
movement which the western and north- 
western farmers have threatened to under 
take, but if, they can control that movement, 
and use it as a wedge to split the solid south, 
they will further it by every means in their 
power. They would be perfectly willing to 
lose a few electoral votes in the west if they 
could succeed in breaking up or dividing the 
democratic party.in the south. It is to fur- 
ther this project that the republican party is 
represented at the Cincinnati meeting. In- 
deed, one of the republican steerers, who is 
ostensibly representing a northwestern alli- 
ance, declared that unless the democratic 
south could be broken up, he and his friends 
would remain in the republican party. — - 

On the other hand, the Kansas alliance- 
men are keen for.athird party, without re- 
serve or guarantees. They are not bothered 
by the solid south, but are anxious to better 
their own condition. It is perhaps to ask 
too much of these alliancemen to join their 
forces with the democratic party. Only a 
few months ago they were active and ener- 
getic republicans, and no doubt they still 
retain their prejudices against the demo- 
cratic party; yet it is only in the ranke of 
this organization—the party af the people— 


that they can carry out their purposes; it is 
only as democrats or democratic sympa- 


thizers that they can bring about the reforms 
which they are urging. 
As for the southern farmers, it is absurd 


to ask them to join a third party, and 


thereby destroy a political and social solid- 
ity, which is essential to the safety of their 
property and their institutions. The farmers 
here are not dissatisfied with the democratic 
party in any particular, for they constitute 
a majority of its voters and have control of 
its organization.. A third party in the south 
would be farcical in its conception and tragi- 
cal in its results, for it would be in the 
nature of an invitation to ignorance 0 step 
inand take charge of affairs. 

The southern alliancemen perceive that it 


is only through the democratic party they 


can carry out their plans of reform, and this 
fact, we predict, will be made clear to all 
those elements in the west which have cut 
loose from the republican organization. 
When the northwestern alliancemen threaten 
that they will not draw their votes from the 
republican party unless the solid south is 
broken up, they show their hands too plainly. 
In what respect does the republican policy 
If they 
are in favor of high tariff taxation, the con- 
traction of the currency, the debasement of 
silver, and the extravagance that has marked 
the later cdreer of the republican party, cul- 
minating in the billion dollar congress, then 
they are republicans and ought to vote with 
that organization. 

But if alliancemen, northern, western, 
eastern or southern, are opposed to legisla- 
tive corruption and extravagance; if they 
are in favor of tariff reform, a reduction of 
taxation, the free coinage of silver, and 
thorough financial reform, then they are 
democrats indeed, and will stultify them- 
selves by voting for any candidates save 
those of the democratic party. The south- 
ern alliancemen understand the situation 
thoroughly, and for that reason they are 
democrats. :

For these reasons General Garcia asks the 
Americans to send him men and Remington 
rifles to ald the war of independence which 
he declares has already begun.

THE SPEAKERSHIP CONTEST. 


He Thinks Crisp Will Be the Man—The Presi- 
dential Situation—Hill, Cleveland and Gor- 
mgn—Tammany’s Love for Gorman. 


Congressman Amos J. Cummings, of New 
York, was here a short while last night on 
his way to Mobile. 


He goes to Mobile as the guest of Con- 


gressman Herbert on a gulf fishing trip. 

Than Mr. Cummings there is not a bet- 
ter posted man in congress. Besides his 
splendid record as a congressman, he en- 
joys the reputation of being the greatest 
newspaper correspondent in America. . 

It has been reported that he was engi- 
neering a deal in the speakership contest 
by which the New York delegation was to 
be used as a solid body. Naturally that was 
the first question put to him. 

“I know nothing of any conclave of 
New York members in reference to the 
speakership,” said Mr. Cummings, “nor of 
any meetings in Washingtou or elsewhere. 
I certainly have had no notice of any such 
meetings. I have seen it stated in some 


newspapers that sucha meeting was 10 be held, 


but I take no stock in such reports. I have 
also seen it reported that I had charge of 
McMillin’s canvass. This is also nonsense. 
Juding from what 1 have seen and heard, 
McMillin is in charge of his own canvass, 
and. his . Scotch-Irish blood is apt 
to make him a pretty effi- 
cient manager. Speaking from desultory 
conversation with members of congress 
north, I should say that the general trend of 
sentiment is in favor of Crisp for speaker, 


| with McMillin for second choice. Every- 


body seems to concede that the office ought 
to go to the man best qualified, without 
regard to the: section from which he hails. 
The qualifications required are honesty, ca- 
pability, experience, economy, industry, 
mental aptuess, and above all, self-control. 
Crisp has demonstrated that he possesses all 
these qualifications. If he can show positive 
strength in the south, he will draw fully 
strength from the north. 
here I want to nail a report 
that seems to have misled the Memphis 
Commercial. It devoted its leader to me the 
other day upon the assumption that I was urg- 
ing southern democrats to support a northern 
candidate on the ground that the election of a 
southern candidate would injure the party 
north.. This is the veriest nonsense. I sug- 
gested Mr. Crisp for speaker of the house the 
instant Carlisle was elected to the senate. 
The suggestion was printed broadcast. The 
columns of THz ConstTITUTION show it. It 
was from.a sincere admiration of Crisp’s 
course in the house. I had seen 
him tested in every way, and he had 
always filled the bill. I understood at the 


time that the office was distasteful to Mr. 


Mills, and that he did not desire it. Before 
the fifty-first congress adjourned, in answer to 
questions from newspaper correspondents, I 
replied that Crisp was my first choice and 
McMillin second. These were my personal 
preferences. I have never advocated the 
selection of a northern democrat, because I 
know of none except Holman who so com- 
pletely comes up to the mark. Holman and 
Springer seem to me to be the only northern 
democrats who have the necessary experience, 
and party necessity requires the selec- 
tion of the man for the place with⸗ 
out regard to sectional prejudices, if 
such exist. Holman shows no strength, and 
it is asserted that Springer is playing for the 
place. I don't believe it. I don’t know what 
the action of the New York delegation 
will be. I understand that it will have a 
candidate for doorkeeper. If so, it will 
probably act as a unit. Thereare twenty- 
three democrats in the delegation, and I shall 
stand with the delegatian. If there is no con- 
cert ofaction, I shall vote for what I think is 
for the. best interests of the party. Some 
might regard Springer’s election as the worst 
possible punishment that the democratic party 
could inflict upon Tom Reed, but Reed 
would probably rather see him in the 
chair than either Crisp or McMillin. He 
undoubtedly fancies that the republican 


members could reap more benefit from it. 
Mills has much sympathy 


in the north. 
The action of the governor of Texas, in ig- 
noring him by the appointment of another 
to the United States senate, has strength- 
ened him. He has a heart like an ox and 
wonderful personal magnetism. He will get 
more than one vote from New York, if 
necessary to secure his nomination.” 

In futher conversation, Mr. Cummings said 
that he had never talked with either Crisp or 
Mills concerning the speakership. At first he 
demurred talking about his preferences, and 
was only induced to do so because of the va- 
rious reports. printed concerning him. He 
said he believed no combinations could be 
made until the members reached Washington 


prior to the opening of congress. 


“All the work will be done in Washing- 
ton, he added, and all that is said before 
then is founded_upon mere idle speculation.” 


Mr. Cummings said thatthe political sky in 
‘New York is clear. Everything indicates that 


Roswell P. Flower will be the democratic 
candidate for governor. Speculation ,however, 
was rife, and there was many a slip between 


the cup and the lip. The Herald charges that 


Governor Hill will throw Flower over- 


‘board in the fall and nominate Alton B. Par- 


ker or some other close, personal friend for 
governor. .Mr, Cummings had.also heard it 
stated that Governor Hill himself would ac- 
cept the nomination for governor, resign the 
senatorship and call a special session of the 
legislature to select his successor.” He 
thought the rumors were groundless. He

“Why is it that a fellow cannot stretch his 
own tent on borrowed ground, invite you to 
come and hear him, and not be allowed to say 
what he pleases? 

Brother Lewis, do you not think that I 
preach better here than when I was in the 
churches preaching tine sermons? Now, you

“I think you do,” came a voice from the 
front benches. 

„Tell me, then, if you do not think I am do- 
ing more good here than I could otherwise?”

It is the hardest thing 1 have ever had to con- 
tend with, is the lack of courage, and I have 
prayed God for courage more than for any- 
thing else, because I am a natural coward.” 

A SERMON ON REPENTANCE. 

Now, I am going to preach you a short ser- 
mon on repentance, 

“If God will heip me, and I believe He will 
Iam going totry to tell you something of 
what constitutes repentance.” 

Then followed the strongest sermon, beyond 
a doubt, that the evangelist has yet preached 
during the meetings. 

His view of repentance was so convincing, 
so convincing and so full of truth, that there 
was not one in the great audience but that sat 
interested during the sermon. 

He told how many are convinced of their 
sins and errors, but who forget to repent. 

The incidents which he related illustrating 
the subject were thrilling in the extreme. 

He spoke of John the Baptist, the burden of 
whose cry was “Repent ye, for the kingdom 
of heaven is at hand.“ and who, in the face of 
the threats and persuasions of Herod, the 
tyrant, persisted in sounding the alarm of sal- 
vation.

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THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement to 
Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, May 19.—Speculation on board of trade 
today was dull and fluctuations were rather narrow 
during most of the session. A feature of the wheat 
market was the undertone of stubborn strength which 
resisted several raids by the bears. This tone was due 
to the fact that nearly all of the early news was of bull- 
ish character. All of the foreign markets were higher, 
and an advance of 3 per cent was reported at San 
Francisco as the result of further buying for the 
French account.
